ROADS INTERDEPENDENT 

When the consolidation plan is 
completed the Central Pacific must 
of necessity be a part of one of 
the large consolidated systems. In 
the commission's tentative plan it 
is grouped with the Southern Pa- 
cific, while in the other plans pro- 
posed it has been grouped with 
other lines. The lines of these two 


companies have been developed 
and operated since 1870 as com- 
plementary and _ interdependent 
parts of a single system and as 
such have rendered service satis- 
factory to the communities served 
by them. Independent operation of 
these Lines would result in the 
creation of approximately twenty 
new junction pointe between two 
independent carriers; the breaking 
up of train service, freight and 
passenger; the dislocation of divi- 
sion terminals, shops and other fa- 
cilities; the duplication of fa- 
ellities involving expenditures run- 
ning into many millions of dollars; 
the disruption of an operating or- 
ganization and a system all parts 
of which are now working as a 
harmonious unit, and the substi- 
tution of two fragmentary rail- 
road systems to perform the serv- 
ice which for more than fifty years 
has been efficiently performed by 
a single system. There would be 
created in place of the present uni- 
fled system, each part designed to 


and 


systems neither of which was con- 
structed as a separate system and 
neither of which could give the 
public the satisfactory and efficient 
service which is being rendered by 
the existing single system. ‘ 

In no rational plan of consolida- 
tion may the Central Pacific be 
operated as a separate and inde- 
pendent unit. The confusion and 
hardship resulting from separa- 
tion would, therefore, be intensified 
and rendered more unjustifiable 
by the temporary character of 
the independent operation. The 
control applied for is temporary 
in character in that it is subject 
to termination by order of the 
commission if and when found to 
be inconsistent with its plan of 
consolidation, and its purpose is 
to preserve the status quo until 
that pla nis promulgated. 

If, in the final, as in the tenta- 
tive plan, these lines should be 
Brouped together, the confusion 
and impairment of public service 
which would be brought about by 
a temporary independent opera- 
tion will be avoided. If. on the 
other hand, the commission should 
Gecide that the Central Pacific 
should be included in some other 
system no barrier to such disposi- 
tion would result from favorable 
action on this application. 


FINANCIAL UNIT 

The financial inter-relations of 
these two companies are no less 
extensive and involved than their 
physical inter-relations and there 
are outstanding nearly $200,000,- 
000 of inter-related obligations in 
connection with which stocks and 
bonds belonging to the parent 
company to the extent of approxi- 
mately $150,000,000, have been 
pledged as security. It is no less 
important, therefore, in so far as 
the financial obligations of the 
two roads are concerned, that the 
status quo be maintained until the 
final consolidation plans of the 
commission are perfected. 

The relief sought from the com- 
mission is not antagonistic to the 


| t™mandate of the Supreme Court or 


in conflict with anything decided 
by that court. The ultimate ob- 
ject of the mandate is to create a 
situation in harmony with law. The 


only remedy the Sherman law, con- 


sidered alone, provides is to tear 
the properties apart. But the 
Transportation Act empowers the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
to legalize the control of the Cen- 
tral Pacific by the Southern Pa- 
cific, if it finds that to be in the 
public interest. Hence the pur- 
pose of the petition to the commis- 
rion is to prevent a separation of 
the properties, with the harmful 
consequences which will result, un- 
til the commission can determina 
whether it is in the public interest 
tor it to bring about a condition 
in harmony with the law authoriz- 
ing for the present a reacquisi- 
tion by the Southern Pacific of 
control of the Central Pacific and 
afterward by authorizing the con- 
sOlidation of the two companies. 


NEW RULING SOUGHT 

The application first calls at- 
tention to the recent decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States based on the Shenman Act. 
Tt shows further that the suit un- 
der the Sherman law was begun, 
tried, and the record closed be- 
fore the Transportation Act and 
that the later law was not men- 
tioned in a decision of the Supreme 
Court. It cites the provisions of

It is shown that such provisions 
of the later law manifest a radi- 
cal change in the legislative policy 
of Congress in respect of the appli- 
cation of the Sherman law to the 
railroads of the country: 
they show a belief on the part of 
Congress that there may be com- 
binations of railroads that are in 
the public interest but are not le- 
gally possible under existing anti- 
trust legislation, and an intention 
to afford a means of permitting or 
rendering lawful a control or com- 
binations of railroads which, in the 
opinion of this commieion, is in the 
public interest but whose creation 
or coninuance is prevented by the 
operation of the Sherman or other 
similar laws. Co has made 
this commision the sole judge of 
all questions of public interest 
which may arise under its admin-

The application then proceeds 
to state that the decision of the 
Supreme Court “leaves this com- 
mission free to exercise the pow- 
| ers and to perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by the Transpor- 
tation Act. And it is without prej- 
udice to the right of applicant to 
acquire lawful control of the Cen- 
tral under the later law, to the ex- 
tent deemed by this commission to 
be in the public interest, to the 
end that the relations between ap- 
Meant and the Central may be 
brought into harmony with the 
existing policy of the law.” 


ROADS ALWAYS UNITED 

The application sets forth at 
length the reasons why it is in 
the public interest that the ac- 
quisition of the control applied for 
should be authorized and the 
consequences of an attemp! forth- 
with to tear apart the inter-related 
and interdependent properties of 
the Central and Southern Pa- 
cific avoided, pending the order- 
ly determination and consumma- 
tion of the commission's plan of 
consolidation. 

In this connection the history of 
the origin and growth of the South- 
ern Pacific system, with the Cen- 
tral Pacific always as part of the 
other, is set forth from its begin- 
ning in 1870. It is alleged that in 
the course of this fifty years of 
system development have 
been constructed, terminal facili- 
ties located and provided, equip- 
ment for the whole supplied, op- 
erating divisions and methods es- 
tablished, routes and channels of 
traffic created, all for a single 
united railway system, without re- 
gard to corporate ownership of the 
different parts, the result being 
the creation of a transportation 
service of unexcelled efficiency and 
economy of operation with which 
the communities thereby served 
are well satisfied. 


SERVICE MENACED 

By reason of the foregoing, the 
applicant asserts that the public 
service now rendered by these lines 
will be greatly impaired and the 
cost thereof will be greatly en- 
hanced. unless the applicant is 
permitted to acquire lawful con- 
trol of the lines of the carrier to 
the extent and by the means pro- 

sed 


It is also asserted that the finan- 
cial interrelations of the Central 
and Southern Pacific are no less 
extensive and involved than their 
physical interrelations. The finan- 
cial complications and the difficult 
financial problems necessarily at- 
tendant upon the separation of the 
properties are set up as an addi- 
tional reason why it is in the pub- 
lic interest that such separation 
should be postponed by the ex- 
ercise of the invoked powers of 
the commision until the issue in 
the pending consolidation pro- 
ceedings determines whether the 
Central Pacific is to -be grouped 
with the Southern Pacific or with 
some other system, 

In this connection it is shown 
that the Southern Pacific is the 
guarantor of the four outstanding 


| bond issues of the Central Pacific, 


aggregating over $150,000,000 and 
that to secure the interrelated ob- 
ligations of the two companies the 
Southern Pacific has pledged and 
deposited with trustees not less 
than $150,000,000 of etocks and 
bonds owned by it. 

Referring again to the pending 
consolidation proceedings, it is 
stated in the commission's tenta- 
tive plan the lines of the Central 
Pacific are grouped with the South- 
ern Pacific while in the alternative 
Ripley plan a part of the Central 
Pacific lines are grouped with the 
Union Pacific, but that in no ra 
tional plan of consolidation is it 
likely that the operation of Central 
Pacific as a separate, independent 
unit will be provided for. If, how- 
ever, the commission does not 
grant the Southern Pacific author- 
ity to acquire lawful control of the 
Central Pacific, of the provisional 
character prayed for, the necessary 
result will be the enforced tearing 
apart of lines operated for fifty 
years as interdependent and com- 
plementary parts of a single system, 
pand the inauguration of a tempor- 
ary independent separate operation 
of the Central! Pacific lines, periding 
the promulgation of the commis- 
aion’s final plan of consolidation. 
There would thus be brought about 
evil effects of a separation described 
in the foregoing parts of the appli- 
cation, intensified and rendered 
more unjustifiable by the temporary 
character of such independent 
operation.

OUTCOME UNAFFECTED 7 

“The ultimate outcome will not 
be ected by this lease since the 
Int te Commerce Commission 
will reserve the right to allocate 
the Central Pacific to some other 
system if it deems best, and un- 


less it chooses to make the lease 
final then to cancel it. A great 
gain to the public and the railroad 
companies in this temporary ar- 


rangement to maintain a status 
quo, lies in the fact that tre- 
mendously expensive and what 


may prove to be wholly needless 
changes will not have to be under- 
taken pending a final determina- 
tion of the question. It “must be 
remembered that these two com- 
panies, developed and operated 
as one since 1870, are closely in- 
tertwined with many terminals in 
part owned by each, with tracks of 
one on the real estate of the 
other, with the terminals of one 
being used more largely by the 
other than by the owner, with 
shops so located as to serve a uni- 
fied system but out of place to 
serve two separate systems, with 
division points, train terminals and 
train runs all now worked out 
harmoniously but which would be 
wholly upset by the separation. 
San Francisco and the bay terri- 
tory, for example, would no long- 
er be at the heart of the Southern 
Pacific system as it is now. and 
the shops at Sacramento, of which 
the work is two-thirds Southern 
Pacific, would be at the end of a 
branch line and connected with 
the main system only by a boat 
via Benicia. : 
“Separation means a change af- 
fecting seriously a great many 
thousands of employees, both as to 
their work and their places of em- 
ployment, and _ therefore their 
homes. It also means a very large 
expense for new facilities, because 
of the dislocation of those that now 
serve under one single system. 


RESULT FEARED 

“Why should this railroad service 
be upset while a condition of un- 
certainty exists? It should be kept 
in mind that this is not the bring- 
ing in of a new line, but simply 
the most difficult dismemberment 
of an existing single system, its 
tearing apart and placing under 
two managements where one has 
served. The financial interrela- 
tions of the two companies are not 
less involved than the physical and 
operating interrelations. There are 
outstanding nearly $200,000,000 of 
fnterrelated obligations in connec- 
tion with which the stocks and 
bonds of the Southern Pacific have 
been pledged to the extent of near- 
ly $150,000,000 as security. This 
situation should not be disturbed 
under any temporary measure, but 
only if the final determination 
should make it necessary. 

“We feel, therefore, that we are 
entitled to and will have the whole- 
hearted public support in avoiding 
the confusion, disruptions of serv- 
ice and perhaps unnecessary @x- 
pense incident to a separation, 
which, if it took place at this time 
might after all be only temporary 
and would not reach a final deter- 
mination in any event until the 
final conclusion of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission.”

WILSON KEEPS 
UP HIS RECORD 


Said by Police to be’ Most 
Dangerous Man 


Life Story Reads Just Like 
Fiction Tale 

Daring Robberies Are Laid 
at His Door 


Herbert Wilson, one of the three 
prisoners who fought their way from 
the County Jail yesterday morning, 
is acknowledged by 6fficers to be 
one of the most dangerous and 
clever criminals in the country. 
His sensational escape was in ac- 
cord with his previous record. 
His two companions, Adam Ward, 
convicted of murder, and Guido 
Spingola, alias **The Mouse,” await- 
ine trial tor an $80,000 hold-up, 
also are considered desperate 
criminals. 

The record of Wilson's life, a 
uncovered by county and Federal!

Deputy sheriffs entering the bridge 
saw Wilson bending over Cox. 
Later, just before he died, Cox 
accused Wilson of his murder. — 

Frank Wilson was found in an 
automobile at the top of the 
Buena Vista-street hill. Helen Gil- 
lespie, whom officers say is Wil- 
son's sweetheart, and who oper- 
ated his apartment-house, was 
taken from a taxicab, which 
rushed up to the jail entrance. 

9 Brien, Wilson, Frank and Hel- 
en’ Gillespie were indicted by the 
Federal grand jury for an attempt 


to rescue prisoners from the cus-j 


tody of the United States Marshal.

GRAPPLED WILSON 
“They rushed toward me. If 
grabbed Wilson around the waist 
and started fighting with nim. iI 
did not have a gun. Through my 
shirt I conld feel the muszle of 
Wilson's gun buried in my back. 
Wilson kept telling me to ‘Get ‘em 
up, Purriter.’ 
“Spingola was on my left side 
vith his gun pointed at me. Ward 
had his gun in my right side. I 
thought I was a goner, but I didn't 
care. They shouted over and over 
for me to throw up my hands——to 
turn loose—I told them to shoot: 
and be damned—to see if I cared. 
“I gave two upper-cuts to Wil- 
son's chin that he won't forget.

FIENDISHLY BEATEN 


Purrier, who carries four scars, 
marks of bullet wounds received 
from automobile bandits who shot 
and killed his partner, Robert 
Normand, July 29, 1920, on tho 
highway between Los Angeles and 
Burbank, was fiendishly beaten 
and manaled by the two murderers 
and robber who broke to their 
freedom. 

Scores of stitches were required 
to sew the three deep gashes in 
his head. Two blows landed 
on the top part of his head, leav- 
ing two ugly holes. Another gash 
Was treated at the base of his 
skull, His body was heaten and 
sxicked, bearing. numerous wounds 
and bruises. 

As Wi'tson and his two pals 
stepped to their freedom and away 
from ‘life sentences through the 
front doors of the fail, Glaze re- 
turned fram the locker-room with 
es shotgun in time to corral more 
than three score prisoners who 
were dashing down the steps from 
the third floor. 

Purrier was helped to the hos- 
pital in the jail by Glaze where 
he was given first-aid treatment. 
He was later rushed to the Receiv- 
ing Hospital, where his wounda 
were dressed. He was then taken 
to his home at 826 Tehunja avenue, 
Furbank. He told the story of 
the jail break from his bed. ~

“T have during my entire career 
lam jailer, received only one gift 
from the prisoners... On the morn- 
ing of my last birthday, I found 
on my desk an inexpefisive ring, 
with a note to the effect that it was 
a birthday present from the pris- 
oners, and the ring was so in- 
scribed. I at once showed this gift 
to you. You admired it and ap- 
proved of it, and yoh said nothing 
to me at that time that would 
lead me to believe that I had not 
your approval in accepting it, or 
that you in any way suspected that 
it was in payment of favors past 
or hope®@ for. 

“I am informed, and believe, that 
this ring was the voluntary gift 
of the 500 prisoners then under my 
charge, each of whom contributed 


toward its purchase; and the 
amount given by any one person 
was not large. 


Had I any suapicion that you 
or anyone else would at any time@ 
eonsider the ring given to me as 
anything but a testimonial, you 
may rest assured that I would 
never have accepted it.: 

“Your allegation in this para- 
graph that I was at any time ac- 
tive on behalf of the defendant 
in the case of People vs. Wilson 
is absolutely untrue. 


DENIES “INFLUENCING” 


“(3.) Your allegation that I 
have been active in aiding certain 
defendants in their defense is, as 
~ as it is meant to reflect un- 
favorably upon me, likewise untrue. 
Wolfson came to me shortly after 
Cox was killed and said to me, 
‘Mr. Cronin, 
and wanted to Know if I would 
make a statement for Herbert Wil- 
son in regard to his case.’ I told 
him that if he wished to make any 
statement I would offer no objec- 
tion, provided he confined himself 
to the strict truth. 

“My advent into the case as a 
witness came as a surprise to me. 
Until the. morning when the call 
came in to me, asking me to go 
over to the courthouse to testify, 
I had no expectation of being 
called, and had never spoken to 
anyone about being a possible wit- 
ness. While Wolfson was on the 
stand he testified that he had never 
spoken to me about the case. Glaze, 
who had been present when Wolf- 
son had approached me concern- 
ing his intended statement, was fn 
the courtroom, and he knew that 
Wolfson was not telling the truth. 
He touched one of Wilson's attor- 
neys on the back and told him that 
he had beer present during my 
conversation with Wolfson, and he 
was put on the stand to testify to 
‘that effect. In his testimony my 
hame Was again mentioned, and the 
attorneys decided to call me as a 
witness. 

“Your charges in the last part 
of this paragraph that I endeav- 
cred to persuade a witness for the 
prosecution from testifying to what 
he knew, I regard as entirely 
Mbelous and unealled for.

“In eonclusion, I wish to re- 
iterate that each and every one 
of your acCusations against me is 
absolutely false and without basis 
of fact, with the sole and single 
exception’ of the small, inexpen- 
sive ring, which I did receive as 
a” present, and your assumption 
that either the givers were actu- 
ated by any unworthy motives in 
offering it or I in receiving it, is 
not at all in accord with the facta, 
as you must know from your own 
personal knowledge. 

“It is with regret that I have 
learned from the current day's 
newspapers that Herbert Wilson 
and some of his associates have 
escaped from the jail. Inasmuch 
as I have not been in charge of 
the jail for more than a month, ! 


tracing the methods used and the 
motives which inspired this escape, 
but I am only. too glad to offer my 
services to you, and with your per- 
mission I will do everything in my 
power to aid you in their recapture, 
regardless of any personal danger 
to which it may @xpose me, 

‘“T am sorry indeed to have lost 
your confidence through, as I 
know, no fault of mine, and if I 
can be of any. assistance to you 
in the present emergency, 1 hope 
you will call upon mé. 

“At all events, I have no in- 
tention of retiring now.

SHOWS PSYCHIC PHOTOS 

“The Americans soon saw the 
force of such an argument. . They 
understood that 100 negative re- 
sults cannot explain away a sin- 
gie positive one and ‘its implica- 
tions.

What I say of the direct voice 
applies equally to automatic writ- 
ing. There also it is the message 
delivered and not the mere fact of 
writing whith is of consequence. I 
cannot see how one can avoid all 
the snags of subconscious action, 
and the possible dramatization of 
latent personalities, which would 
account for the writing itself. It is 
only by the information conveyed, 
its accuracy, and its remoteness 
from the normal mind of the me- 
dium that we can gain assurance. 
But there is no form of medium- 
ship which is more tricky, and 
even when we have established 
that it is independent of the me- 
dium we still have to guard 
against possible deception from 
the spirit control — a very real 
source of error.

LIGHTER CARS 

Tt {s a short jump from automo- 
biles to street cars, and investment 
bankers are interested in the suc- 
cess scored by the Western Ohio 
Railway Company in operating 
lighter cars along the lines laid 
down by Ford. It is estimated that 
this road, which operates 113 miles 
of track, will effect a saving of 
$90,000 per year, which will make 
the difference between financial 
comfort and discomfort to the oper- 
ators. The cars are faster and 
more comfortable. They “pick up” 
more quickly, and are easier both 
on the tracks and rolling stock.

There is a popular idea that of 
all forest trees the oak is the most 
liable to be struck by lightning. 
Like many other old beliefs, how- 
ever, it is not borne out by the 
facts. During the period 1885 and 
1902 the staff of the Dutch Meteor 
ological Office devoted much at-
